Not since Santa Claus quitted his yearly

@ quarter of a century ago, has Christmas 
dawned so bright, so merry, so full of good 
cheer as this one for Misses Katie and 
Annie Moor, granddaughters of the late 
James Walton of St. Louis County. 

This is the day of their reunion after a 
Separation of 26 years. It is, too, the oc- 
ecasion of their coming into possession of a 
fortune—109 acres of land, valued at $15,000. 

In the intervening years this property, 
Isnown as the ‘‘Walton tract,’ and situated 
close to the German Protestant Orphans’ 
Home in St. Louis County, has passed 
through several hands. 

In 1876 a daughter of James Walton, who 
had married George Moor, died, leaving 
this emal] strip of land as a iegacy to her 
children, one eight, the other 18 months 
old. 

Mr. Moor was given a life interest. One 
day he announced to the little ones that he 
Was going to Kentucky. 

That night Annie and Kate, just blossom- 
fing into robust childhood, bade good-by to 
St. Louis County. 

The elder child went among her little 
friends and told about how ‘“‘papa’’ was go- 
ing to take them “all around the world.”’

They were going to see everything and 
their voices rang with mirth as they tod- 
died away from the old homestead—the 
wonder and envy of their tiny neighbors.

ATTORNEY SUES POLICH BOARD 
FOR ILLEGAL ARREST. 


HOLDS HAWES RESPONSIBLE 


Was Charged With Smoking Opium 
and Held Without Bail. 


The recent arrest of Charles T. Noland, 
_ attorney of the Southern Telegraph and 
Money Order Co., cn the charge of smoking 
opium, is made the basis of a suit for $20,- 
000 damages, filed Tuesday afternoon by 
Mr. Noland against Hatry B. Hawes, 
president of the police board; Mathew Kie- 
ly, chief of police; James Smith, assistant 
chief of detectives; Detective John Bam- 
brick and Sergt. Warren Fox. 

Mr. Noland states in his petition that he 
Was arrested Dec. 18 at 15 South Eighth 
Street and was taken to the Four Courts, 
end that he was afterward incarcerated in 
the holdover for an hour and a half, and 
that release on bail was denied him. 

Bail was finally granted, the petition 
States, and on the following day he was dis- 
tharged in police court.

“I shall undertake to show the public 
Who was responsible for my arrest,’’ said 
Mr. Noland. ‘President Hawes has de- 
clared that he was not responsible for my 
arrest, but has not said a word in con- 
demnation of that proceeding. 

“If Mr. Hawes is not responsible for my 
arrest he has nothing to fear, but if 1 
live I will see that an impartial jury passes 
on the question of his responsibility and 
that of the other defendants.”’

dustand slack, LVecause they have installed effective smoke-con- 
suming devices. The owners of these plarts have found that the 
saving in coal socn more than pays for the smoke-consuming 
devices, and after that, there is a constant saving in expenditure,

HOW WOOD PULP IS TRANSFER- 
RED INTO NEWSPAPERS. 


Let us consider how news paper is made 
in one of the great mills of the Adirondack 
mountains, where the giant machines, rat- 
tling on, day after day, never stopping, are 


scarcely able to supply the demand of a 
single New York newspaper. The timber, 


which is felled in the forests of the North, 
in winter, is floated to the mill in the 
mountain streams by the spring freshets, 
and piled up in great heaps about the mill 
buildings, whose many roofs, chimneys and 
towers form a strange picture in the wil- 
derness against the background of cloud- 
topped mountains. 

By being fed to shrieking saws, the 
spruce logs are cut into pieces that are no 
longer than a man’s arm. ‘Barking’ ma- 
chines, which have disks of rapidly whirling 
radial knives, attack the wood and tear off 
the bark. To prevent a waste of any part 
of the timber, an endless chain conveyor 
carries the bark to the boiler room, where 
it is fed to the fires. Another conveyor, like 


the trottoir roulant at Paris, carries the 
clean logs to the grinding room, where a 
long line of three-horned monsters is walit- 
“. for them, 

“lumes, beside which men are mere pys- 
mies, bring the mountain torrents rusaing 


down to the grinding room, feeding tie! 


energy of forest cataracts to the great 
turbines. They have an enormous work 
to do. Within the iron cases of the three- 
horned monsters are bags gine of a spe- 
cial hardness, turned by the turbines. The 
‘“‘horns’’ are hy raulic presses, which force 
the logs under them against the stones. 
Thus the wood is ground to pulp, the stones 
eating away three feet of wood an hour. 
The engineer tells us that more than ten 
thousand ‘“horse-power-hours”’ of energy 
are needed to convert one cord of spruce 
into pulp, and that the milis use more 
ower than a whole manufacturing city In 
Gow Engiand. Cold water flows contin- 
uously on the grindstones to prevent the 
friction setting fire to the wood, and the 
mixture of ground wood and water which 
flows away from the grinders, as a pink- 
ish, gruel-like fluid, runs over dams and 
through screens and ober | machines, ui.- 
til, a thick mase, it is either’ put in stor- 
age tanks, in bulk, or formed by machin- 
ery into thick sheets that can be rolled up 
like blankets. It is then ground wood 
pulp, roney for the paper machines. 

The sulphite pulp is zeoeres in a differ- 
ent way. The logs, when they come from 
the barking machines, are cut up length- 
wise by Bho seendnig and then cut croas- 
wise, by “chippers,”’ into pieces less than 
an inch thick. This thickness gives the 
length of the fiber. A “chipper,’’ with its 
whirling knives, eats up a hundred cords 
of wo in a day. ny falling on another 
‘moving sidewalk,"’ the chips are carried 
away to be screened and then hand-picked 
—to sort out dust and dirt—and then are

He Is About to Sail for Europe and 
May Perfect His Plans While 
Abroad. 


CHICAGO, Dec. %.—Charles M. Schwab, 
president of the United States Steel Cor- 
poration, left Chicago with the intention of 
Sailing from New York for Europe within 
& week or ten days. 

Just what Mr. Schwab will do in the way 
of organizing an international steel cor- 
poration with a gigantic capitalization is 
not known to his Chicago friends. That he 


has had bie peagest in mind for some time 
is not denied. 

The avowed objects of the steel magnate’s 
visit is partly pleasure and largely to look 
over the field of steel manufacturers and 
openings for exports to Europe. The ship- 
nrent of manufactured steel from the Uni- 
ted States to Kurope is now so large that it 
requires much attention from the managers 
of the American steel plants. 


International Trust 

Is Plausible. 
Steel manufacturers do not look upon an 
international combination as impossible. 
They are all agreed that the sentiment ex- 
pressed by Mr. Schwab Saturday night at 


the Bankers’ Club banquet is correct. The 
president of the United States Steel Cor- 
poration said at that banquet that ‘‘combi- 
nation could not be stopped any more than 
the Mississippi river could be dammen or 
the tides couid be turned back.”’ 
ing such an assertion as a basis, it is 
easy to see, the steel manufacturers say, 
how a combination of all the owners of 
mines, ships, smelters, rolling mills and 
Other agencies in the world used in the 
manufacture of steel products might be 
combined into one gigantic unity. 
Ir is not altogether with a view to cre- 
ating such a cempbination, it is said, that 
Mr. Schwab is to visit Hurope. It is un- 
derstood, however, that he will take oc- 
casiton to see the steel plants, mines anc 
shipping facilities of the continent. He wil 
aiso make some study of the suppiy of 
end demand for fine finished steel products 
in the European markets with a view to 
increasing exports from the United States. 
Mr. Schwab was not oe communi- 
cative about his trip abroad when he was 
in Chicago. He arrived too late Saturday 
afternoon to take lunch at the Chicago 
Club, where he was expected. The train 
was late and when the steel manager ar- 
rived in his private car it was nearly

RECENT LYNCHINGS IN THIS 
COUNTRY AROUSE THEIR 
GOVERNMENT. 


It Is Not Blood Money, Says Their Am- 
bassador, but Safety That 
We Ask For. 


WASHINGTON, De. 2%5.—The Italian gov- 
ernment has been renewing its efforts of 
late with the authorities in Washington to 
have our federal statutes so extended as to 
protect foreigners in cases arising within 
the jurisdiction of states, thus giving a fed- 
eral remedy for lynchings and like affrays 
directed against Italians, such as have oc- 
curred in Louisiana, Colorado and Méssis- 
sippi. It is the exchange of views in this 
connection which recently brought on the 


discussion fn the Italian Seriate when Bar- 
on Fava interpolated the Italian premier as 
to the progress of an adjustment. 
Immediately on the errivad. of the new 
ambassador, Signor Mayor Ves Pianches, 
he took up this question which had arisen 
in connection with the lynching of several 
Italian citizens at Erwin, iss. In this 
connection Signor Mayor sald today: 
‘TtInder the treaty which exists between 
Italy and the United States the citizens of 
each country are guaranteed the fullest 
protection while residing th the other coun- 
ry. In the case of Americans residing in 
Italy they had exactly the same rights, 
the same protection, the same recourse to 
the courts that an Italian subject enjoys. 
The only exception tis in connection with 
political rights. In the case of Italians re- 
siding in the United States, the treaty 
assures them the same rights and protec- 
tion given to American citizens. But un- 
fortunately this expression of the treaty, 
so far as it relates to Italians in this coun- 
try is somewhat theoretica® for under the 
American system, which limits the federal 
authority over states, the central govern- 
mont is not able to give effect to the guar- 
antee laid down by the treaty. We fully 
recognize the difficulties of this situation, 
which has been as apparent to the states- 
mon of this country as they have.to those 
of Italy. We have hoped this would bring 
about the enactment of a law which would 
permit the federal government to carry out 
the guarantees of treaties. This would be 
a genuine remedy for affairs similar to 
those which have occurred in Louisiana 
and Mississippi! and would prevent the pe- 
riodical agitation over cases arising in the 
states, As these cases arose they would be 
assured of attention under the federal au- 
‘ful regard for the exten- 


ent of a money indemnity.

WIRELESS MESSAGES TO MARS

Egbert Believes Communication Will 
Be Made Possible With Marconi’s 
Wonderful Invention. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

AKRON, O., Dec. 2%.—Prof. H. V. Egbert 
of the chair of science itn Buchtel College 
believés that communication with Mars is 
‘as likely as rot to follow Marconi’s suc- 
cess in wireless telegraphy. Prof. Egbert 
takes the stand that, while the people of 
this earth have no assurance that the @n- 
habitants of Mars are progressive, educated 
peonle, they likewise have no assurance 
that they are not such, or that they may 
not have been for years endeavoring to 
signal the earth or other planets. He 
thinks the chances about 60 per cent that 
during the present century the earth and 


Mars will éstablish communication with 
one another. ‘‘While it is true,’’ he says, 
“‘that the chanc are that the people of 
Mars have a language diiferent from our 
own, it is equally true that the deaf and 
dumb are able after a time to decipher 
the meaning of certain dots and dashes, 
and if this be true, why should not the 
people of Mars be able to do the same?” 

Prof. Egbert is not especially sanguine in 
his view, but by cold-blooded calculation 
estimates the chances which are made pos- 
sible cf Marconi’s success. He expresses 
the belief that improvements in Marconis 
discovery may be made which will permit 
of the telegraphing through 36,000,000 mi.es 
of space to the planet Mars.
